BOARD OF HEALTH 
JOTTINGS 

The Wilmington Department of 
Public Health has received a warn 
ing from the State Department 
that rabies are again being trans- 
mitted by bats. A Woburn boy was 
bitten, recently, and had to undergo 
the 21 inoculation treatment, when 
tests proved the bat to have been 
infected, 

Although it is now the time for 
bats to start their winter hiberna- 
tion, the Board emphases that 
care should be taken with all wild 
animals. Rabies is a terrible di- 
Sease, and when transmitted to 
man, if not taken care of immed- 
jately, it is fatal. If anyone is 
bitten, by a bat, or by any wild 
animal, the Wilmington Board of 
Health should be notified immed- 
fately. 

Wilmington town employees are 
to be inoculated, today, against 
influenza, 

On December 2nd, in the Old Age 
Housing, on Deming Way, the Dept 
of Public Health will have a clinic 
for small children, for whatever 
they may require, in the way of 
immunization, other than small-

The Narrow Gauge 


From time totime the Town Crier 
has had stories of ‘‘The Narrow 
Gauge”, a railroad that was at one 
time projected to go through Wil- 
mington, but never did, 

In Wilmington, 50 years ago, that 
section of Adams Street which was 
once Roman Way wasknownas The 
Narrow Gauge, It was to be a rail 
road from near the Town Park to 
the site of Polcaro’s, in North 
Wilmington, according to the old 
folks who told the story tothe wri- 
ter, and many traces of it can 
Still be seen ~ for instance anele- 
vated roadway in back of Avco, vi- 
sible in the winter time from Main 
Street, and the ‘T’ part of Mystic 
Avenue, in North Wilmington. The 
roadway as it was laidout, crossed 
the High School playing grounds, 
and the knowing eye can discern 
traces of it, northeastward towards 
Wildwood Street. 

We are indebted to Mike Curran, 
City Editor of the Woburn Times, 
for a further story about the rail- 
road, in his ‘Trivia’ column of 
last Friday’s Times. 

The Mystic Valley Railroad, for 
such was its name, wastorun from 
Chelmsford to Boston, part of the 
way on the banks of the Old Mid- 
diesex Canal. In South Wilmington 
the line that was later taken by the 
Woburn Loop of the Boston & Maine 
(and now abandoned), past the plant 
of the Dragon Cement Company. 

In Woburn it was also known as 
«The Narrow Gauge’, and a portion 
of the western shores of Horn 
Pond, 50 years ago, bore that name 
as did Roman Way in Wilmingiton. 

Mike says the railroad wasunder 
construction at two different times 
the latter one being before the turn 
of the century, and that, west of 
Horn Pond there were log cabins 
which were built for the purpose 
of housing the workmen from Mon- 
days through Saturdays, 

The original proposal, according 
to Mike, was in 1878, and the My- 
stic Valley Railroad, at that time, 
was projected to run through Som- 
erville, Arlington, Winchester, the 
West Side of Woburn and Wilming- 
ton to Chelmsford,

Inasmuch as your newspaper pri- 
nted the ‘‘Buy in Wilmington’? item 
and I have since been the recipient 
of many phone calls and personal 
comments, mostly kidding about 
my ‘“‘second million’’, I am add- 
ressing this letter to you, In a 
way it’s in self-defense but pri- 
marily I think its’s in defense of the 
Department Heads in thistown who 
are being “slapped on the wrist’? 
for their apparent lack of know- 
ledge on purchasing procedure, 

I enter the picture because I am 
the major supplier of hardware 
items to the Town and Mr,Melzar 
apparently found fault with a num- 


the fault finding was about price-- 
not item, To some people a screw- 
driver isa screwdriver. To others, 
who must use them in their work, 
one is a jewel and another is junk. 
Let’s make sure we are‘shopping 
for an inexpensive item, not a 
cheap item, It’s been spelled out 
for years that ‘‘cheap’”’ indicates 
inferior quality whereas ‘‘inexpen- 
sive’ means quality at a price, 
I do not deal in cheap merchandise, 

Buy in Wilmington? I also am a 
taxpayer in this town and am vit- 
ally interested in keeping the tax 
rate down at the lowest possible 
level. Face facts--our local hard- 
ware outlets are dealerships, not 
sistributorships, They absolutely 
cannot afford to compete with any 
of the larger distributors in the 
Boston, Lowell or Lawrence area. 
Locally they pay a premium price 
for buying in small quantities and 
they cannot stock the major items 
called for by the schools such as 
masterkeyed locks, panic exit de- 
vices, door closers and brackets, 
power tools, etc, Also they are 
unable to service many problems 
such as arise very frequently inthe 
maintenance of our school proper- 
ties, Also we deliver everything-- 
no lost time for pickups. There- 
fore, in all fairness to them aswell 
as to the other taxpayers, how can 
they be expected to compete for 
the Town business? 

The mere fact that Department 
Heads make very few pickups at 
only token discounts is an indica- 
tion they know what they’re doing 
and how to buy, If they are expect- 
ed to know many sources of supply 
and can afford the time to check 
them all for price and availability 
of items, fine. Spell it out for them, 
However, the number and variety 
of items needed, particularly in 
the School Maintenance Dept., pre- 
cludes the possibility of pre-stock- 
ing anywhere near a proper stock 
level to cover a given situation, 
This is where I come in, Five calls 
each week at the School Shops and 
Maintenance Shop assure one day, 
and in many cases, same day serv- 
icing of their needs, 

I must agree that the purchasing 
policies of the Town are not too 
good, I happen to believe that un- 
less you trust the best judgment 
of those responsible for purchas- 
ing, it should become a Town Hall 
function May I also state that in 
some instances it has taken from 
as little as one week to isolated 
cases of many, many months for 
Purchase Orders toclear our Town 
Hall. I am not pinpointing any in- 
dividual as being at fault (certain- 
ly not our present Acting Town 
Manager), but how would our local 
sources fee! about extended delays 
in payment? We still extend the two 
percent privilege regardless of 
time lag. 

On annual public bidding for sch- 
ool supplies, etc., we still manage 
to get a large percentage of the 
business which should indicate our 
prices must be right. However, we 
still stress service as our main 
selling point. 

As a last thought let me inquire 
how an oil requisition canbe hand- 
led in any way but on a confirming 
basis when no one knows until de- 
livery what any tank will hold? 
Also what about the emergency 
pickups when every minute counts? 
Can these wait until regular pro- 
cessing through the Town Hall? 
Any comments or rebuttal will be 
appreciated, If Mr. Melzar and/or 
the ‘‘wholly-concurring’’ Select- 
men would care to spell out what 
“everything else being equal” me- 
ans, I and many other suppliers 
would appreciate it.
